COLD WAVE.DUE TO-MORROW. 


December This. Far Has Produced 
Nothing but Winter’ Warmth. 


» The month now drawing to a close has 
manifested thus far mean temperature 
; that is practically ‘as high as any ‘Decem- 
ber yet recorded ‘at the local Weather 
Bureau. .The mean temperature of the 
first twenty-six days is about 40° degrees, 
which is a full 5.6 degrees above the. nor- 
mal temperature for December in this 
vicinity. 


recorded in the month of December, 1891, 
with a“mean of 41.8 degrees: Following 
this comes the same month in the year 
1889 with a mean. of 41.4 and 1881 with 
40.1. But unless all signs fail and the 
Weather Bureati is utterly mistaken, the 
closing days of the year will-be very cold. 

The mercury in Alaska yesterday stood 
at 52 degrees below zero. In Northwest- 
ern Canada it was 28 below. Zero weather 
prevailed all over the Dakotas, down 
through Nebraska, Kansas, .and even to 
the northern parts of New Mexico and 
Arizona: Throtgh the ‘Mississippi Valley 
there is a wide area of storm and dis- 
turbed atmospheric cénditions. 

Under these circumstances, the Weather 
Bureau predicted last night that to-day 
will, probably be as warm.as the days 
that have just passed. But, they add 
cminously,. by Thursday night it will be 
cold, very cold perhaps, and that when 
the figures come to be averaged up De- 


eember, 1911, will not stand «at the top 
of. the warm Decembers of history.

ROOSEVELT SCORNS 
PEACE DINNER BID 


In a Scorching Seven-Page Letter 
-the Colonel Tells Why He 
- Will Not ‘Attend. 


NOT OFFICIALLY INVITED 


Another Ruction In the Committee 
Because Only a Tentative tnvi- 
tation Was Sent to Him, 


Col. Roosevelt will not be at the Cit- 
izens’ Peace Dinner to be held at the 
Waldorf on Saturday night with Presi- 
dent Taft as the principal speaker. An 
unofficial -invitation was sent to the 
Colonel by some One connécted with the 
event, and in a sizzling seyen-page 
letter he replied in effect that he had no 
desire to attend the dinner, and that he 
would not do so-under any circumstance. 

Furthermore the Colonel, in obvious 
dudgeon, severely censured certain men 
whom he réferred to as “traitors”: to 
theif own principles for accepting in- 
vitations to the dinner. The letter mtay 
be made public to-day. 

The fact that an unofficial invitation 
had been sent to Col. Roosevelt, and that 
‘the Executive Committee had passed reso- 
lutions last \Wednesday authorizing an 
official invitation to be- sent,’ and that 
this had never been sent, came out yes- 
terday after a meeting of the Executive 
Committee at the Waldorf. 

When the action was taken last Wednes- 


it| day Millard J. Bloomer, executive Secre- 


tary of the committee, was tdld to send 
the invitation at that time. He admitted 
yesterday that he had not sent it, but that 


‘linstead he had. written a letter to Col. 


Roosevelt asking his views on the matter. 

A member of the Executive Commit- 
tee, who asked that his name be not 
used, said yesterday that he had seen 
the Colonel’s letter, and that it was one 
of the most interesting missives it had 
ever been his privilege to peruse... The 
member admitted that the official invi- 
tation had been authorized in an attempt 
to put. an end to the reports. of friction 
in the Dinner Committee. Whether Col. 
Roosevelt’s reply to the unofficial invi- 
tation had anything to do with the resig- 
nations that have’ been received the mem- 
ber refused to say. 

Taft to be There. 


At, yesterday’s meeting |John Temple 
Graves was selected to act as toastmas- 
ter at the dinner. Mr. Graves read a 
letter from President Taft in which the 
President said he would attend the 
dinner, that his speech would not take 
up more than half an hour, and that he 
would remain throughout the dinner, pro- 
viding .tt.did not-last longer than three 
hours and a half.

BUYS 9,000,000 ACRES 
FOR RAISING CATTLE 


American-Canadian Syndicate to 
Have World’s Largest Beef 
Plant in Brazil. 


AFTER EUROPEAN MARKETS 


To Send Chilled Beef There in its Own 
Line of Steamships—500,000 ~ 
Head Its Capacity. 


. Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—It became 
known’ here to-day that a combination 


of American and Canadian capitalists has 
been formed to establish in Brazil the 
largest beef-producing project in the 
world. The head of this concern is Murdo 
McKenzie of Colorado, former President 
of the National Stockmen’s Association, 
who has been engaged for a term of years 
by the syndicate at a salary of $50,000 a 
year. 

The syndicate has bought from the 
Brazilian Government 9,000,000 acres of 
land. It is for the most part level, well 
watered, with lagoons and streams and 
with a water .level easily reached by 
wells of from 15 to 40 feet in depth and 
with a soil that ranks as one of the most 
fertile in the world. Cattle can graze in 
all perts of this great tract through the 
entire year and be growing every day, 
The tropic of Capricorn passes through 
the tract and the temperature is such 
that calves may be born at any time in 
the twelve months without danger from 
freezing or from storms of any kind 
such as the Western ranchman has to 
fear and protect against. 

It is the syndicate’s intention to export 


to Europe, and it has sought to obtain, 


the services of a noted Government ex- 
pert on meat inspection whose name and 
executive ability would at once command 
the confidence of all markets. It is un- 
derstood thot the salary offered him is 
$20,000 a year, which is said to be the 
largest yet attained by any strictly 
Gevernmertal veterinarian. The head- 
quarters of the syndicate in Brazil will be 
Sao Paulo, the capital of the State of Sao 
Paulo, which lies at the southern end of 
the country. The port for Sao Paulo is 
Santos, which is 250 miles north from 
Bnenos Aires. 

The syndicate will eventually run its 
own line of steamers with every—facility 
for refrigeration. The aim will be to pro- 
duce chilled beef, as the prospect is that 
Great Britain and Germany would not 
make any concession to Brazilian live 
beef even under the conditians of the best 
possible American scientific management. 
The syndicate will start with tho- 
ftumber of cattle possible to buy, but the 
capacity af the project is fixed at 500,000 
head. The best lines of Hereford and 
Durham short-horn blood will be employed 
to improve the inferior South. American 
stock which necessarily must be used at 
the outset. 

South American live beef has been 
barred from European markets for ten 
years because of the prevalence of the 
foot and mouth disease. The only way 
South America beef men could get the 
foreign market was to ship frozen car- 
casses. It was not until’ American beef 
men went down there and introduced the 
more scientific method of chilling beef 
that the industry bégan to assume any- 
thing. like a large business. The ¢hilled 
beef industry has never been tried in 
Brazil and has only recently got under 
headway in Argentina. The only other 
country in South America that has a 
plant is Venezuela. 

’ All the beef produced for the home mar- 
Ket is what is known as jerked beef. This 
does not enter into the export. business 
with which the United States competes. 
The chilled beef is cooled at the abattoir 
to near freezing and kept at that tem- 
perature throughout the yoyage to deliv~- 


ery in England or Germany. It was many 
ears before it was believed that chilled 
beef would stand the long voyage to 
Europe, but trial proved its feasibility, 
and the industry has grown so that now 
Argentina ships eve year more than 
200,000 tons worth $25 ,000, and the ex- 
port is constantly increasing, while our

Saw His Version of the Sheldon Meet- 
Ing Written Down, Says The Post— 
Colonel! Denies Political Activity. 





When Col. Theodore Roosevelt, in a for- 
mal statement last Saturday, denounced 
as a “characteristic and peculiarly in- 


\famous falsehood,” an interview on the 


recent correspondence between the Col- 
onel and George R. Sheldon on the Har- 
riman campaign contribution in 1904, 
which was printed on that day in The 
Evening Post, Oswald Garrison Villard; 
publisher of The Evening Post told a re- 
porter for Tue ‘Times that if upon investi- 
gation it-should be found that an injus- 
tice had béen done Col. Roosevelt or Mr. 
Sheldon or both, proper apology would be 
made. Yesterday The Evening Post print- 
ed a detailed account of how the interview 
was obtained and expressed complete con- 
fidence in the reporter who got it. 

The Evening Post article by inference 
places the Colonel, himself, in the Anna-. 
nias Club. Its opening paragraph fol- 
lows: 


Ex-President Roosevelt on Saturday after- 
noon denounced as a.‘ characteristic and 
peculiarly infamous falsehood ’’ an ,inter- 
view with him, which appeared in. The 
Evening Post, the purport of whicli was 
that Mr. Sheldon and Mr. Roosevelt dis- 
agreed as to which of them had taken the 
initiative in ,the Secent publication of the 
Sheldon correspondence relating to the Har- 
riman campaign fund contribution in 1904. 
Mr. Roosevelt asserted that an essential 
portion of the authorized interview had be 
omitted by. the reporter. He said: “ e 
Evening Post has quoted me.correctly ex- 
cept that it characteristically omitted the 
beginning of my statement, which was that 
in the essentials Mr. Sheldon had stated the 
facts correctly.’"" Mr. Roosevelt was not 
correct in this statement. The vening 
Post, after careful investigation, tains 
complete confidence in its reporter, denies 
that anything was omitted from the au- 
thorized interview, and sets forth . below 
the whole facts in the transaction. Mr. 
Roosevelt's statement was printed as dic- 
tated. by him and as transmitted to The 
Evening Post. 


In the detailed accoustt of how the in- 
terview was obtained, it is stated that 
The Evening Post reporter went to The 
Outlook office for it. After some wait the, 
Colonel, who had come to town to attend 
a Christmas celebration for The Outlook 
employes, came. out. into.the anteroom 
where The Evening Post man was wait- 
ing, and gave him the interview. Then 
The Evening Post account goes on: 


The reporter started to go déwn stairs. to 
telephone in the interview, but on thinking 
it over decided that Mr. Roosevelt’s state- 
ment was so important that he had better 
get him to repeat it, and perhaps make fur- 
ther explanations. As the reporter re-en- 
tered the outer office Mr. Roosevelt was just 
passing through it on~khis way back to his 
private office. 

** Mr. Roosevelt, I want to make absolute- 
ly sure that I am quoting you correctly in 
this matter. Do you say that the initiative 
in this Sheldon letter about the $240,000 
campaign contribution was taken wholly by 
Mr. Sheldon? ’’ 

“The initiative in this Sheldon letter 
about the $240,000 campaign was taken 
ey by Mr. Sheldon. I knew nothing 
whetever about the matter till I met him 
one day in the Union League Club, and he 
gave me the statement.”’ 

But Mr. Sheldon says that the meeting 
was in the train, ang that it was for you 
who asked him why the facts should not be 
published now. He says thet at first he 
thought it umwise to do soj bat you thought. 
differently, and so he agreed. 


Col. Roosevelt, it is stated, répeated 
that the meeting was at the club. Then 
the account goes on: 


Mr. Roosevelt thought for a moment, and 
then he asked the reporter to read the 
Sheldon interview. to him again. Then he 


said: 

“Till give you a statement. Take it 
down exactly as I dictate it.’’ 

He dictated the following statement: 

“Mr. Sheldon asked me why the truth 
had not been stated, and very kindly vol- 
unteered to make the statement. I told him 
I much appreciated his courtesy, and would 
be glad to have him do so.”’ 

The reporter togk this down in long-hand 
on some copy paper, Mr. Roosevelt stood 
looking over his shoulder 
After giving this statement he walked out 
into the hall with the reporter, and again 
repeated the statement that the whole mat- 
ter came on Mr.: Sheldon’s initiative. He 
added that he thought he knew who it was 
that was behind the suggestion, but he 
couldn’t. think for the moment what the 
man's name was. 


Col Roosevelt could not be reached at 
The Outlook office after The Evening Post 
article had appeared. Prior to its publi- 
cation he discussed his Statement placing 


as he wrote. 


freely : with some newspaper reporters, 
but with the understanding that he was 
not to be quoted. It is known that the 
Colonel looks upon the interview printed 
in The Evening Post last Saturday as 
“ malicious,’’ but does not blame the re- 
porter. 

‘When reporters sougnt to get the Col- 
onel to talk about the _Roosevelt-Sheldon. 
correspondence and the reason for its 
publication at this time,. he said: 

“TI won't have a thing to say about that 
or anything else, because I am not in 
politics, and, as far as I know, no one 
oapests me to be in politics” 

he Colonel seemed to be bubbling over 
with good humor and talke freely with 
some friends who had called upon him. 
The number of callers at The Outlook of- 
fice to see the “ contributi editor,” has 
been on the increase ever since the pub- 
lication of the Sheldon letter spread 
abroad the notion that he would enter 
the field_as a candidate for the Presiden- 
tial nomination. The Golonel is doing all 
he can to discourage the idea, even when 
he talks in confidence with his friends. 
He said yesterday that some people were

WON'T HELP FIGHT ON MERRITT 


Roosevelt Refuses to Sign a Circular 
Letter to Assemblymen, 

An attempt was made yesterday to drag 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt into the fight 
that now is brewing over the Speaker- 
ship of the Assembly.. Darwin R. James, 
President of the Young Republican Club 
of Brookl¥n, an organization composed 
of progressive Republicans, called ‘on’ the 
Colonel at The Outlook office and tried 
to get him to sign a letter. to be sent to 
Republican Assemblymen-elect, urging 
them not to vote for Edwin A. Merritt, 
Jr., of St. Lawrence, the Old Guard can- 
didate for Speaker. The Colonel wouldn’t 
do it. _ 

Neither Col. Roosevelt nor Mr. James 
was willing to discuss the: visit. Mr. 
James spent an hotirr with the Colonel 
while Arthur J. Jarvis, Secretary of the 
Young Republican Club, was waiting in 
the ante room with several. typewritten 
copies of the letter in his pocket, ready 
for distribution among the newspaper re- 
porters in case the Colonel should con- 
sent to sign it. 

The report that the. Colonel had declined 
to interfere filled the supporters of Mr. 
Merritt with delight. They assert that 
they have all the necessary votes to elect 
him Speaker. If another candidate can 
be found, it is thoroughly understood that 
Mr. Merritt will not have the support of4 
the thirty-two Republican Assemblymen- 
elect from this city. These Assembly- 
men, however, are divided. While the 
men from Manhattan and the Bronx 
stand ready to support Charles A. Dana 
of the Twenty-seventh New York dis- 
trict, a majority of. the Brooklyn mem- 
bers favor Assemblyman Jonn L. Sulli- 
van of Chautauqua County. 

While Mr. Dana has offered himself as 
a candidate to those opposed to Mr. Mer- 
ritt, no real movement in his support has 
been started as yet, although the caucus 
at which the candidate for Speaker is to 
be selected will be held Tuesday night. 
The Republican Assemblymen-elect from 
New York County will-caucus on the 
Speakership at~the headquarters of the 
Republican County Committee, in West 
Thirty-ninth Street, this evening. 

S. Clinton Crane, the newly elected Re- 
publican member from thé Twenty-third 
Assembly District in Manhattan, wrote 
yesterday to President Samuel S. Koenig 
of the Republican County Committee, ac- 
cusing him of lukewarmness in the fight 
against-Mr. Merritt and telling him that 
unless he took determined action at the 
caucus to-night ‘‘others must undertake 
the task.’’ Mr. Crane. declared that a

Jacob H. Schiff Has That Balance 
Left of the $1,300,000: : 
for Kishineff Relief. 





LAW {(S NOT CLEAR NOW 





Court Asked .to Approve Turning 
Amount on Hand Over to the Amerl- 
can-Jewish Committee. — 





A hbalafice of $202,503.38 of the money 
collected for the relief of the sufferers 
of the ishineff massacre-remains in 
the ds of Jacob H. Schiff, the Treas- 
urer of the National Committee,  Al- 
together $1,336,596.09 was collected, and 
of this great sum $1,134,092.71 was ex- 
pended on the relief of the victims. 

The question has now arisen as to 
what shall be-done with the remainder, 
and Mr. Schiff is going to the Supreme 
Court to ask directions and. to suggest 
that he be authorized to pay over the 
balance to the American-Jewish Com- 
mittee, which, the papers in the case 
declare, ‘‘is capable of administering the 
said trust for purposes closely akin to 
those for which the fund is created.” 

In order to ascertain the precise legal po- 
sition in which the matter rests Mr. Schiff 
had papers in a friendly sult served yes- 
terday upon the hundred or so well-known 
men who formed the National Committee. 
In these it is set forth that the committee 
was formed in November, 1905, to procure 


subscriptions for the relief of sufferers 
from the massacres and other outrages 
and atrocities which had occurred, and 
were then occurring, in Russia, and of 
which: Russian Jews were the. victims. 
The present officers of this committee are 
Cyres L, Sulzberger, Chairman; Marcus 


Marks, Secretary, and Mr. Schiff, 
Treasurer... . 
_A call was sent out for at least $1,000,- 


CoO and agents were appointed in 41 
cities of the country besides New York. 
The donations came from many thousands 
of ccntributors and almost every part of 
the United States. Many of those who 
subscribed did so anonymously and can- 
not now be identified. Many have died. 
Large subscriptions came from other 
committees and districts, and even where 
the rames of contributors are known, 
they have in many cases changed their 
addresses and cannot now be found. Con- 
sequently, it is represented fo the court, 
it is impossible to trace every individual 
donor and bring him before the court. 

The greater part of the balance now in 
Mr. Schiff’s hands as treasurer has been 
carefully invested. A guaranteed loan to 
the Board of Edueat+on acqounts for 

. of it and $134,000 is in mortgages. 
The cash in hand is $65,003.38. 


Why Court’s Aid Is Needed. 


But the court is informed ‘‘ more than 
five: years have expired since the latest 
contribution or subscription to said trust 
was received. A literal compliance with 
the terms of the said subscriptions is now 
impracticable, for the reason that the 
massacres in Russia which| were the oc- 
casion of the creation of the trust fund 
have ceased, and as the piaijntiff is in- 
formed and believes, no portion of the 
fund is required for the relief of sufferers 
therefrom. The lapse of time, moreover, 
has rendered it impossible to make further 
expenditures intelligently, so as to avoid 
waste and insure the use of the money 
for the relief of genuine distress result- 
ing from the atrocities that brought the 
fund into existence.”’ 

The law regarding the disposition of 
trust funds that have outlived their use- 
| fulness has, however, changed since the 
yKishineff fund was begun, and Mr. Schiff 
asks for a ruling on the provisioys that 
should be made to apply to the balance 
that he has in hand. In 1905, when the 
fund was started, the law gave the Su- 
preme Court power to alter the benefi- 
cilary of a charitable fund which could 
no longer be mr literally in accord- 
ance with its deed of gift, provided at 
least twenty-five years had elapsed since 
the trust instrument was drawn up and 
the consent of the’ donor of the property 
be obtained’ if he were living. 

In 1909 the twenty-five-year clause was 
repealed, but the consent of the donors of 
the charitable gifts was retained as es- 
sential to any alteration at the order 
of the court of the beneficiary of a trust. 
Then at,the last session of the Legislat- 
ure a new amendment of the law was 
made by which consent of living donors 
was made unnecessary, but a period of 
five years from the foundation of the 
trust was required before the Supreme 
Court’ could take action to name new 
beneficiaries of the fund. Subject to this 
restriction and to the observance of certain 
formalities ‘it now has power to transfer 
the balance of a trust fund to the do- 
mestic corporation Whith will most effect- 
ually perform the original purposes of the 
subscription. 


How Fund Might Be Used. 


Mr. Schiff, therefore, asks the court 
to designate. a corporation to which he 
Pay over the money: He declares his 
belief that the American Jewish Con.- 
mittee is capable. of administering -the 
trust for purposes closely akin to those 
for which it was created. He ‘quotes 
from the charter of this committee to 
sho that its object$ to prevent tho 
infraction of the civil and‘ religious 
rights of Jews in any part of the world, 
to obtain for Jews equality of economic. 
social, and educational opportunity, and 
to alleviate the consequences of perse- 
oution, and to afford relief from calam- 
ities affecting Jews wherever they may 
occur. 

However, he raises the point that it is 
not clear how far the recent amendment 
to the law of charitable trusts is retro- 
active. He expresses the opinion that 
they might be considered to deprive the 
donors to the original trust of their prop- 
erty without due process of law in con- 
travention of the Fourteenth Amendment. 
e particularly wishes to know whether 
such an alteration of the objects of the 
trust could be enforced as against donors 
who are now living and are capable of 
being identified. 

Many donors, Mr. Schiff points out, are 
alive and known, and it is uncertain 
whether the proportionate interests in 
the fund which they may claim to have 
reverted to them on the failure of the 
primary purposes of the trust can legal- 
ly be taken from them by any legislative 
action. ne tp he asks that his 
accounts, which have as: yet never been 
settled, be passed upon judicially; that 
he be instructed‘as to his right to dispose 
of the fund in accordance with the latest 
amendment to the law, and that if it be 
ruled that this amendment does apply. he 
be authorized to institute proceedings for 
the transfer of the. $202,503 remaining in 
his hands.

Killabrew, a graduate cowboy, 
sent the contents of his shotgun into 
the head of William Hubbard, who_had 
always been a plain rancher, and Hub- 
bard, as he fell to the ground, sent a 
bullet from his rifle into the stomach 
of Killabrew. 

Killabrew and Hubabrd lived as 
friends for many years and spun yarns 
of the old frontier together. They com- 
pared “shooting irons,” and each pro- 
fessed to have more faith in the old- 
time Colt’s revolver than in modern 
rifles. Some time ago Killabrew and 
his wife fell out. Mrs. Killabrew moved 
over to a 340-acre plot near her hus- 
band’s and set up her own: cabin.

ALIENS’ BANKER MISSING. 


Italians In Philadelphia Storm Office, 
Fearing Loss of $35,000 Savings.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec., 26,—Led‘ by 
Guilermo Bastine, who said that he had 
$475 at stake and would stop at-nothing 
short of prison to get it back, 100 Italians 
stormed Joseph Mangini’s banking and 
steamship office to-day, and would have 
burst the, locked door aad it not been 
for the arrival of a squad of policemen. 

For four years Mangini has conducted 
his business here and it is said that he 
has handled more than $100,000 for his 
fellow countrymen. He is now missing. 
It is estimated that he was guardian of 
at least $35,000 when the bank closed Sat- 
urday. ether this sum is intact is per- 
plexing the depositors. 

According to a score of excited deposi- 
tors who loitered about the front of 
the bank. to-day, alternately weeping, 
cursing, and threatening, some of Man- 
gini's patrons entered the place on Sat- 
urday and asked for the proprietor. They 
were told by a clerk that he had gone 
out of town. Then they demanded that 
their Christmas funds, a side line of the 
banking business,- be ven them. The 
clerk declared that he had no authority 
to handle money, but several depositors 
became hostile and demanded the money 
in such terms that the clerk decided to 
open the safe. It is understood that when 
Mangini left town he told the clerk that 
he had left @ sum sufficient to cover the 
Christmas fund in the vault. 

But the safe was found to be empty, and 
the clerk in fear said so. Within a half 
hour there was a run-on the bank, but 
the run was ill-timed and unavailing. 

Neither Mangini, the clerk, nor any of- 
ficial appeared at the ‘bank to-day. A 
crowd of excited men and women early 
besieged the doors. A policeman saw the 
danger of a riot, and, calling for assist- 
> Ser the mob, which finally dis- 
persed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The Russian 
troops continue to kill Persians in Tabriz, 
according to dispatches received in Wash- 
ington to-day from official sources in 
Teheran. 

Cablegrams from the Persian capital 
state that the alleged Russian atrocities 
have so aroused the Persian people that 
it will be impossible now to bring about 
an amicable settlement between Russia 
and Persia. The Persian attitude is de- 
clared. to be one of growing houtility. 

A cablegram from American Minister 
Russell at Teheran —_ ot — bei 
made to get organ Shuster an 
family safely out of Persia. Hence it is 
assumed that the formalities attending 
the termination of Mr. Shuster’s contract 
will not be Jong delayed. 

The me&greness of the news that is 
coming from the Persian capital has led 
to the suspicion that a severe censorship 
is being exercised by the Russians, who 
cantrol some of the telegraphic channels 
of communication. 

The Jast. previous dispatch before to- 
day’s advices from any of the State De- 

rtment’s representatives in Persia came 
fast Saturday from Mr. Padéstk. Consul 
.at Tabriz, and referred briefly to desul- 
tory street fighting in that city. 


TEHERAN, Dec. 26.—W. Morgan Shus- 
ter, the American Treasurer General of 
Persia, who has been’ dismissed . from 
office by the Cabinet in compliance with 
the demands contained in the Russian 
ultimatum, to-day sent his reply to the 
Cabinet, 

+Mr. Shuster states his willingness to 
hand over his accounts when his suc- 
cessor ig named, and adds that his chief 
solicitude now is for the welfare of his 
four Amefican assistants, concerning 
whom nothing has been decided. 
Meetings were held to-day in the vari- 
ous mosques to protest against the ac- 
tion of the Government. The Minister 
of the Interior has issued an ordér that 
new elections shall be held as soon as 
possible. 

The latest dispatches from Tabriz re- 
port a temporary lull in the fighting.

Direct, dispatches from Teheran make 
no reference to this ma@esacre. A report 
from the Russian Consul at Resht states 
that order is now restored. although he is 
preparing for further outbreaks. 

The strategic point of Tabriz, 350 mile’ 
to the northwest of Teheran, is anotherf 
centré of constant and serious collisions 
between the Russians: and Persians. A 
small force of Russians has been éta- 
rtioned there for some time, and has been 
recently reinforced. The Russian troops 
have come into confliet,qn several occa- 
sions with the populace, and one dispatch 
received here says the Russian artillery 
swept the streets. Another dispatch, 
through*Russian sources, says a condition 
of anarchy exists, even the banks being 
without adequate military guards to pro- 
tect their funds. This is evidently a sug- 
gestion on the part of the Russians that 
a’ strong military force is essential to 
pateqeete vested property interests in 

ersia. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Daily hang ky understands that 
Foreign Minister onoff favors. the 
withdrawal of the troops from Persia at 
the earliest possible date. Premier Ko- 
kovtzoff, however, disagrees on this point 
and, adds the correspondent, is master of 
the situation and promises-to be quite as

LANCASHIRE LOCKOUT TO-DAY 


460,000 Cotton Workers Affected—No 


Prospect of a Settlement. 


MANCHESTER, Dec, 26.—Nothing has 
happened to warrant the hope that the 
lockout of 160,000 cotton workers in Lan- 
cashire can be averted. The lockout is 
scheduled for to-morrow, and officially 
both sides maintain an uncompromising 
attitude. 

The weavers in the Helene Mill at 
Accrington went on strike on Dec. 20 
because of) the employment of non-union 
Jabor. Two days later the committee of 
the Lancashire Cotton Spinners’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association. decided to 
lock out the workers in all the mills be- 
longing to members of the federation as a 
protest against the attémpts of the union- 
ists to force weavers to join their ranks.

It is said that the man 
has agreed to join, and that his wife will 
leave the town.

Tomb in Vienna of the Founder of the 
Servian Dynasty Desecrated. 


VIENNA, Dec. 26.—The vault in St. 
Mark's Cemetery in which reposed for 
many years the bones of Kara-George 
Petrovich, the founder of the Servian dy- 
nasty, has been desecrated. 

- The skull of the Servian chief has been 


stolen, but the decorations and rings were 
not touched. The coffin of Queen Persida 
Was not opened. 

There is no clue to the desecrators. 











Kara-George (“Black George’ in Turk- 
ish,) or George Petrovich, was the found- 
er of the present dynasty in Servia, the 
Karageorgeviches and the Obrenoviches 
having alternately ruled the country since 
Kara-George rested it from the Turks 
at the beginni of the last century. The 
last of the Obrenoviches was believed to 
be the late King Alexander, who, with 
ta Draga, his wife, was murdered in 
1908. There is, however, @ possibility that 
the Obrenoviches will again be heard of, 
as it is now known that a representative 


of them is ving in the person of an il- 
legitimate son of King Milan, King Alex- 
ander’s father. 


“Black George’ was an extraordinary 
character. An uneducated peasant, born 
in 1767, he led his people in the revolt. 
against Turkey and became ruler of the 
country after the Turks had been driven 
out. n 1813 ite f returned and recon- 
quered Servia, and Kara-George and his 
adherents were compelled to flee to Aus- 
tria. He returned-in-1817, but was mur- 
dered by order Gf, Milosh Obrenovich, 
who, also a peasant, had become 4 Ser- 
vjan leader.

MONESSEN, .Penn., Dec. 26.—George 
idges, a former locomotive engineer, 

who carried a suitcase containing seven- 
ty-seven sticks of dynamite, some fuses, 
and two bottles of whisky, was arrested 
here to-day on suspicion that he came 
here to’ dynamite the steel plants at 
which about 8,000 non-union men are em- 
ployed. To-night suspicion against the 
prisoner is strong, and Burns detectives 
are investigating Bridges's record. . 

Bridges denies that he ,|had any inten- 
tion of repeating the McNamara explo- 
sions in Monessen or anywhere else. It 
has been learned that he is married, but 
he refuses to tell where his wife and 
child live. The police to-night received 
word from Homestead tha¢ the prisoner 
is a resident of that place. Bridges will 
have a preliminary hearing to-morrow. 

The police of Pittsburgh and other 
near-by industrial centres are co-operat- 
ing with the local authorities in an ih- 
vestigation of the prisoner’s movements. 
It was in this section that the McNamara 
brothers.and Ortie McManigal committed 
their finet dynamiting outrage, . which 
included the destruction of the Steuben- 
ville Bridge. the Wabash Bridge, and the 
Beaver Bridge. 

Soon after his arrest Bridges made con- 
flicting statements and then relapsed into 
complete silence. At first he said that a 
man at the lower end of the town had 
given him the suitcase. Asked, “‘ Were 
you undertaking a McNamara job?” the 


prisoner replied, ‘‘ No.”’ 
Bridges has been in this neighborhood 


for several weeks, dividing his time be- 
tween Donora, ebster, Monessen, and 
other towns. He is said the police to 


vd 
be a brother of “Jack” Hridges. a local 
bartender. ' George Bridges is about 40 
years old. He was first noticed with the 
suitcase in the bar of the Merchants’ 
Hotel last evening: He was drinking with 
a number of men, some of whom are 
strangers. One of them _ incidentally 


kicked the suitcase, and Bridges told him 
to be careful, as there might be an ex- 
plosion. 


Some one told the police, but: when the 
Chief reached the place Bridges had gone. 
He was arrested on the street. He made 
no resistance.’.His suitcase was taken 
from him and carried to the jail by a po- 
liceman. 

The authorities have been unable to 
find any of the men with whom Bridges 
was drinking. The police think a plot 
had been formed. The mills of the Pitts- 
burgh Steel Company, employing between 
8, and 4,000 rhen; the twenty-five mills 
of the American Tin Plate Company, with 
about 2,000 men; and the plant of the Page 
Woven Wire Fence Company, with about 
1,500 men, all have non-union workmen, 
The three companies distributed $227,000 
in pay for the holidays.

Sixteen of the Guillemot’s. Crew 
Drowned—All! on Spanish Ship Lost. 


GLASGOW, Dec. 26.—The British steam- 
er Guillemot, from London for Genoa, 
foundered in the Bay of Biscay on Dec. 21. 
The Captain and fifteen of her crew were 
lost. Seven survivors were picked up by 
the British steamer Lincairn and landed 
here to-day. 

Immediately after rescuing the survivors 
of the Guillemot the Lincairn sighted a 
Spanish steamer, whose name she could 
not discover, in distress. 

Before the Lincairn was able to proceed 


to her assistance the Spanisn vessel 
foundered with all hands. 


The Guillemot belonged to the Genera! 
Steam Navigation Company of London. 
She registered 1,134 tons net and was built 
at Campbelltown in 184. 


MOTHER SLASHES CHILDREN. 


Thinking She Has Poisoned Them by 
Mistake She Attempts Suicide.

AUBURN, N. Y., Dec. 26.—While suf- 
fering from a fit of insanity to-day Mrs.

ROGER SULLIVAN NOT TO RUN. 


Anti-Hearst Man Out to Succeed Him 
\ on National Committee.

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—The ~warring Demo- 
cratic.factions in Illinois were amazed to- 
night when they received word, that Na- 
tional Committeeman Roger C. Sullivan 
will “hot be a candidate ’for re-election 
on the committee afid™ that ~ Charles 
Boeschenstein of Edwardsville, Chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee, would 
be a candidate to succeed. Mr. Sullivan. 

It is said that Mr. Boeschenstein, who 
is a newspaper publisher, will make his 
campaign on an anti-Hearst platform, 
and that the sold organization. forces out 
in the State, which have been friendly 
to him, will be marshaled against the 
Hearst people. : 

Mr. Hearst’s candidate is Congressman 
Henry T. Rainey of Carrollton, Ohio, who 
has represented the’ Twentieth District 
for many years-and has been the ‘con- 
sistent and persistent \foe of Mr. Sulli- 
van. He has a district that has stood 
solidly behind him in these controver- 
sies. It was Rainey: and Judge Owen 
P. Thompson who. became the. personal 
e es of William Jennings Bryan 
and carried the bitter fight on Sullivan's 
control into. the State Convention in 
1908. Sullivan won easily in that bat- 
tle and his forces, by an overwhelming 
vote, defeated the proposal to oust the 

hicago man fromthe National govern- 
ing body. Rainey and his friends _\car- 
ried the fight into the Denver conven- 
tion and at the behest of Mr. Bryan 
sought to push Sullivan off the National 
Committee, but were unsuccessful. 


LAFOLLETTECAMPAIGN OPENS 


Clapp Starts It by Praising Senator 
’ ‘and Assailing Reactionaries. 


SALEM, Ohio, Dec. 26. — Contrasting 
Ohio and its 100,000 Democratic major- 
ity in the recent election, with Wiscon- 
sin and its 100,000 majority for Senator 
La Follette, Senator Clapp of Minnesota 
opened the progressive: Republican cam- 
paign in Ohio here to-night. He de- 
clared La Follette to be the. gical can- 
didate of true Republicanism for the 


Presidency in 1912. 
Senator Clapp is the first of the La 
Follette speakers to invade Ohio in the 
campaign opposing the renomination of 
President Taft. A heavy downpour of 
rain prevented a large attendance at 
the initial meeting. 
Referring to the split in the Republican 
ranks in Congress, Senator Clapp assailed 
the so-called “reactionaries headed by 
Aldrich and Cannon,’ whose policy, he 
stated, had been to reverse that of thg 
ceding eight years, which formed “the 
rightest chapter in the history of the 
Republican Party.” 
Democratic victories in such States as 
Maine, New York, New Jersey, West Vir- 
ginia, and Ohio, which followed closely 
the ‘‘domineering of Congress’”’ by the 
reactionaries, were, he said, the protest 
of the rank and file of the Republican 
Party against the reactionaries. 
Senator La Follette speaks to-morrow in 
Youngstown, and he and other speakers 
will continue the stump at various 
points in Ohio throughout the week.

Ten Years in Jail. 


MADERO MAY BE MERCIFUL 


Belief That He Will Show Leniency— 
An Anti-American. Demonstra- 
tion In Mexico City. 


MEXICO CITY., Dec. 26.—Death may be 
the penalty paid by Gen. Bernardo Reyes 
for his effort to overthrow President M3- 
dero. ,.The least sentence he can expect 
is ten years imprisonment. The Mexican 
law provides these sentences for the crime 
of inciting rebellion. It is not generally 
believed that the extreme penalty will be 
inflicted, - but a term in the penitentiary 
might be equivalent to it, as Reyessis 72 
years. old. . 

A military court, drawn by lot from 
those eligible to service, will pass judge- 
ment upon:him. The court will consist of 
two generals of division and five briga- 
diers, with Gen. Pezo, who was chief vf 
Reyes’s staff when he was Minister of 
War under Diaz, is presiding officer. Gen. 
Pezo has long been Chief Magistrate of 
the military court. - 

Although he had-retired from the army, 
Gen. Reyes was entitled, under military 
usage, to receive honor from the urmy 
as though he were on active service. On 
the.other hand, as a retired officer, he is 
liable to.punishment by a military court 
for offenses committed against the army. 
His offense consisted in calling upon the 
army to rise in rebellion. 

Orders were sent: early to-day to Gen. 
Trevino at.-Mohterey to have Reyes 
brought to the capital at the earliest pos- 
sible date. It is expected that he will ar- 
rive here at the énd of this week and 
that little time will be lost in placing him 
on trial. ‘ 

The surrender of Gen. Reyes is regarded 
bythe, public with languid interest. In 
military circles Reyes is criticized. The 
army thinks he ought to_have struck a 
blow or perished in the attempt. 

The Nueva Era, regarded as the per- 
sonal organ of resident Madero, ad- 
vocates stern treatment of the prisoner, 
and says that is the only way the Goyv- 
ernment can make itself respected. The 

eneral impression, however, is that Ma- 

ero will let Reyes off easily, as the 
attempted uprising was such a signal 
failure. | : 

There w&s an incipient riot this evening 
outside Porter’s Hotel, which is kept and 
patronized by Americans. A lottery ticket 
vencer ‘was importuning an American 
named W. G. Marber to buy a ticket, and 
on being told to go away is said to have 
addressed an insulting remark to the 
American, who knocked him down. 

A crowd quickly gathered and took the 
side of the Mexican. Cries of- ‘“‘ Down 
with the Americans!’ began to be hvard, 
and the crowd was assuming a threaten- 
ing attitude, but the quick action of the 
authorities in rushing a force of police tu 
the spot prevented further trouble, and 
the crowd was dispersed. The American 
Was arrested for assault. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The treat- 
ment accorded to Gen. Reyes will, it is 
expected, prove a test of the stability of 
the Madero Government. Reyes will be 
convicted, but the. verdict. it is believed 
will be accompanied by a recommendation 
of clemency, President Madero himself 
is the only official who can exercise e 
pardoning power, and his action in tke 
case will demonstrate the degree of con- 
fidence he feels in his own ability to 
maintain a true republican form of gov- 
ernment in Mexico. ~- } 


News of th esurrender of Gen. Reyes 
was received with a feeling of consider- 
able relief among various New York 
banking houses which have loaned money 
to Mexico or to Mexican industries. . With 
Reyes finally out of the way they believe 
that. there will be no further outbreak of 
consequence and that business will move 
more freely. 

Richard Schuster of Speyer & Co. said 
yesterday upon his return from Mexico: 

‘General business there has been some- 
what quiet, but with Reyes removed from 
the situation I do not look for any seri- 
ous disturbance. The disorder in some of 
the Southern States has been due to the 
activities of bandits and other irresponsi- 
ble individuals and does not represent an 
organized movement against the Madero 
administration. The bést people in Mexi- 
co, both native and foreign, are rallying 
around the new Serre. and will give 
him their hearty suppott. They want 
peace and prosperity, and not a continue 
ance of disturbed conditions.” 


ZAPATISTAS SLAY WOMEN. 


Kill Thirteen Rurales and Then Mur- 
der Their Wives and a Child. 


TENANCINGO, State of Mexico, Dec. 
26.—Thirteen out of a detachment of 20 
rurales were killed in a hand-to-hand 
‘fight with 300 Zapatistas near Santa Ma- 


ria, southwest of this city, on Sunday. 
Some women, wives of rurales, and a 
child witnessed the butchery. When they 
shouted for mercy for the men they were 
killed, and their bodies were mutilated.

Four Men Are Charged with Robbing 
Companion in Christmas Party.

The robbery took place last night, follow- 
ing, it is said, a Christmas ya Strine 
had spent freely of a big roll of bills, and 
it is said that the soldiers and their 
companions planned to possess the bal- 
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Fire Department rescued the people by; 
putting out in boats. A good deal of 
stock was lost. 

Nashville had the heaviest rainfall of 
any city in the country, with a precipita- 
tion of 4.10 inches, and the rise of the 
creek was the beara since 1882.

Near Franklin in 
this State two men were caught on an 
island by the rise of the Little Harpeth 
River, and up to a late hour had not been 
rescued They were clinging to some 
trees which were still above water, but 
were almost exhausted and may be 
washed away by the flood.

of a prisoner's 80-year-old mother for the 
son she had not seen for. twenty-five 
years caused the President to commute, to 
expire at once, the sentence of William 
J. Key, who pleaded guilty_in 1906 at 
St. Joseph, Mo., to counterfeiting. His 
eight-year term would have expired on 
April 21 next. af ° 

The President also commuted, to expire 
at once, the life sentences of Howell 
Cobb, an Indian, who pleaded guilty to 
fmurder at Sapulpa, Indian Territory, in 
1898, and Charles Hopkins, a negro, con- 
victed of murder in the District of Co- 
lumbia in 1894. 

The sentence of Fayette F. Armstrong, 
convicted at Fort Smith, Ark., of, violat- 
ing the retail liquor license -law,! sched- 
uled to expire on May 20, was shortened 
by a month and a half. 


DEAD WITH DOG ON GUARD. 


Found Mourning Beside His Master 
Drowned in Ditch While: Drunk.

MEMPHIS, Tenn.; Dec. 26.—An Irish 
terrier, the lifelong “companion of a 
“ down and outer,” for twelve hours stood 
guard over the body of his master, who 
was drowned in a street ditch on Monday 
night. The animal had to be held at bay 
by pitchforks before the police could get 
the body. : 

The dead man was Mike Gregory, 60 
years old, well known to the police. 

Neighbors noticed the dog’s wailings on 
Tuesday morning, twelve hours after its 
master is eppases to have staggered into 
the ditch. ey tried to drive the dog 
away, believing the man might be alive. 
The dog, growling and_ snapping, pre- 
vented them. Several shots ‘were fired 
at the animal, which escaped unhurt, 
Then pitchforks were used, the dog being 
caught between the prongs and held at a 
distance while the body was placed in an 
ambulance. : 

The released dog, seeing its dead mas- 
ter taken away, went back. to the scene 
of the drowning and stayed there several 
hours wailing mournfully.

Mrs. McConnéll to-day by Royal Daniels, 
her brother, and one of the editors of The 
Atlanta Journal. Until his arrival here 
from the South to-day he did not know of 
the divorce, 

Mr. Daniels says his sister has wrecked 
her life because of her love for Movonnel, 
has beco estran from members o 
her fa and society, and neglected a 
promising literary career. 

Six years ago, Mr. Daniels says, if he 
had not been itive that McConnell was 
insane and irresponsible he would have 
killed him and gladly died for it. Despite 
the warnings of.members. of her family, 
friends, and physicians that. McConnell 
was a da erous paranolac and would 
eventual! o her physical violence, Mr. 
Daniels declares sister has held stead- 
fastly to er husband, following - him 
about the country, and establishing resi- 
dences in the suburbs of the cities where 
the founder of the Universal Science has 
had headquarters, merely to be near him, 
ready for any exigency or change in his 
fortunes. 

Mr. Daniels knows of no particular wo- 
en in ‘the > but. believes that Mc- 
Comnell induced his wife to consent to 4 
divorce in order to marry atiother pean. 

“Of this element in. the cage I can “i 
one instance,’ said Mr. Daniels. “ e 
six years ago, after an attack of measles 
in Stents McConnell became peculiarly 
nervous, e would sit for hours under a 
tree in the yard of his home and scribble 
in illegible nothings. He was receiving 
‘thought waves,’ he said; from’a woman 
in Massachusetts. I do not recall his 
classification of this person. She was not 
@ soul-mate. As I recall it, she appeared 
to McGonnell as a beautiful goddess who 
was sending him thought. messages. 
“Shortly after this -MeConnell spent 
omeé time in the Georgia State Hospital, 
ut my sistef, who had given reluctant 
consent to his commitment, eventually in- 
sisted upon his release. Soon afterward 
he started for Massachusetts in search of 
his goddess.

It was 
soon seen that the masses approved of. 
his plan to overthrqw military govern- 
mént, to give life té the Corfstitution, 
and estahlish a true republic, The sub- 
stantial citizens, therefore, soon saw 
their mistake. 

But it has been hard for an autocratic 
old soldier like Rmerzs to. comprehend 
the situation, and equally hard, as it 
now seems, for that energetic: states- 
man of the old type, Limanrour, Reyr5s 
went to Mexico. firmly believing that 
the triumph of MaprrRo would prove 
ephemeral, and that the inNuential | 
people of ‘the country would turn to 
him as leader. When he discovered, to 
his surprise, that the popularity of the 
hitherto untried civilian who had out- 
generaled Diaz would outlast the pro- 
visional. Government, he gave up the 
plan of electing himself President in 
the ancient, high-handed way, and fled 
ostentatiously to Texas to organize an 
anti-Madero revolution. His later ex- 
periences have been painful and his 
failure is inglorious. He knows now 
that the people supported Mapero with 
open eyes, that his policies of free gov- 
ernment are approved, and that the old 
régime has gone forever. So should 
Limawtour know by this time: He has 
lately resumed his series of pronuncia- 
mentos which have béen intended to re- 
mind his fellow-countrymen of his own 
large ddministrative ability and his 
good services in the past, There is no 
doubt of either. Both Limanrour and 
Reyes have been of great service to 
the country. But their hour has struck. 

Business is brisk under the new dem- 
ocratic régime.. Investments are made 
freely. That the new administration is 
bound to make mistakes is frankly ad- 
mitted. The Mexicans, though they 
have lived_under republican rule, nomi- 
nally, for nearly eighty years, are~nov-] 
ices in self-government. But they are 
taking to it kindly, and to-day Maprro 
is stronger than he has been at any 
moment since he bravely faced and con- 
quered Orozco at Juarez, He is con- 
fronted now, however, with a delicate 
problem. ReErzs must be tried in Mex- 
ico for the offense of taking up arms 
against the established Government. 
The offense has been scarcely more 
than technical. If the President openly 
exerts his influence to make the old 
soldier’s punishment as light as possi- 
ble he can do himself no harm, and he 
will undoubtedly add to his prestige 
throughout the world. Under Diaz and 
all his predecessors there was never a 
doubt of what the punishment of such 
a political offender would be. But 
MapHro can well afford to let Rbrzs 
join his brothers in exile, secure in the 
knowledge that he has learned now 
that Mexico has outgrown military des- 
{potism and is tired of civil wars.

As @ practical question it may be 
worth considering whether it is pos- 
sible to detail four Judges out of the 
fifteen now composing the, Court of 
Special Sessions, to work exclusively 
in the Ckxildren’s Courts of the Greater 
City, with a reasonable allowance of 
‘time for vacation, and dividing Ahe- 
labors of all the four counties, and 
finding relief from the heavy burdens 
in. ‘New York, County, in the lighter 
service in Broéklyn an& suburban sec- 
tions. This has already been proposed | 
by several members of the court,-and 
is. undér consideration for another 
year. 

. We take it that by “another year” 
Justice RussELt means the year 1912. 
If the plan is worth considering for any 
year, it is worth considering now, and 
for the year to come. It is a plan long 
mooted; the experience of other cities 
has recommended it. Why aot adopt 
it how?

* called his ‘‘curative law,” 
he drew from this metropolitan popula- 
tion, which so confidently believes itself 
to be intelligent and sophisticated, large 
audiences that included -not a few people 
of one or another sort of eminence. They 
were, indeed, of most sorts of eminence 
except the one sort that, because of train- 
ing in psychology and therapeutics, had a 
special right to express an opinion of his 
utterances. {That sort stayed away, the 
first reports of the man’s addresses hav- 
ing clearly shown them his gross igno- 
tance of the subjects he pretended to dis-} 
cuss apd that hv was possibly a reckless 
and mercenary swindler of the cradulous, 
or, more probably, a victim in its early 
but easily recognizable stages of that 
form of insanity, megalomania, that 50 
often develops into homicidal frenzy. 

It should not have taken the wilder talk 
‘n which he has indulged since he shot 
his wife and submitted to arrest to reveal 
either the condition of his mind or the 
direction in which he was traveling. Yet 
people like the Rev. Dr. MACARTHUR, and 
hundreds more as reputable though not as 
well known, listened gravely to this man’s 
crazy and absurd vaporings about life and 
health and a misunderstood something he 
thought to be electricity, and they enthu- 
siastically hailed him as the discoverer 
of a new philosophy and a new art. 

And it was all so old, so futile! So ob- 
viously he was but blindly using the fa- 
miliar power of suggestion, which is the 
beginning and the end and all there is of 
the long procession of healing cults! And 
no small part, let it be hastily admitted, 
of regular scientific medicine. 

Enormously valuable in the right hands 
as suggestion is, however, nothing lends 
itself as readily either to illusion or to 
delusion. Almost tnevitably its use ‘in- 
volves some resort to deception, and it is 
no wonder that reputable physicians, who 
understand its limitations and its openness 
to suspicion, instinctively employ other 
measures when they can. This, and this 
alone, is what leaves the great field of 
suggestion to be so largely exploited by 


charlatans and fanatics, and enables them, 


in their superstition or their ignorance, to 
call what is always the same thing by so 
many and such incongruous names.

A boy of long demonstrated and well- 
known recklessness drove his car at high 
speed through a much frequented street.

When he ran into and fatally injured an- 
other ‘boy, instead of stopping to do what 
little he could for his victim, the driver 
of the car increased his speed still more 
and tried to escape all responsibility for 
what he had done. When this wild flight 
was ended by skidding into the curb, he 
and his equally reckless companions ran 
away on r&t, and, when overtaken by a 
policeman, they fought against arrest un- 
til overcome by force. 

These are all indications of that mental 
depravity which in this State is held. to 
turn such killings as that of the McDer- 
mott child into murder. That is what it 
is in everything except~deliberate inten- 
tion, and, on the theory that the natural 
results of acts committed can be consid- 
ered intended, even that mitigation is 
lacking.

this kind, but we send them to prison for 
good long terms—sometimes. Sometimes 
we put off and put off their trial till 
everybody has forgotten the enormity. of 
the offense, and then we let them off 
with a fine. ,Jersey justice should be 
sterner, and more free from “‘ influence,” 
politica! and other.

"REDRESS S FOR INJURIES, 


Points in Federal Liabifity Commis 
sion’s Schedule Criticised, 


To the Editor of The New York Timéa: 

The United States Employers’ Liability and 
Workmen's Compensaticn Commission has just 
@rafted its tentative bill. The time seems op- 
portune to criticise this draft and to point out 
defects, if any such exist: The compensation 
features for death and permanent disability 
are, briefly, as follows: 

For death resulting from injury to ‘employes 
of common carriers engaged in inter-State or 
foreign commerce a monthly. pension shall be 
paid for eight years, varying, according to: the 
number of dependents, from 15 per ¢ent,. to.50 
per cent. of the monthly wages of the de- 


For purmanent and total disability one-half 
the monthly wages of the employe is, to be paid 
during the rest of his life. 

For permanent and .partial disability one- 
half the monthly wages is to be given for defi- 


ri Derlods according to the following’ sched- 
ule: 


Loss of arm, or loss of use of arm. 

Loss of hand, or loss of use of hand.... 
Loss of leg, or loss of use of eR 2 86 
Less of foot, or loss of use of foot.. 


In all other cases of injury feoniting in 
permanent partial disability the compen- 
re shall bear such relation to the peri- 

ods stated in this clause as the disabilities 
bear to those produced by the injuries 
named in the schedule, and paymenja. shall 
be-made for proportionate periods, not in 
any case exceeding seventy-two months. 

I have quoted this clause ‘in full because I 
am of the opinion that it-is hound to become 
@ bone of contention, 

For example, the loss of a hand is to be 
compensated for by a pension of orie-half the 
monthly wages for a period of fifty-seven 
months. Hands vary in value even in® the 
same person, but the bill ignores this self- 
evident fact and gives as much for the left 
hand ag for the right. : 

This, however, in passing. The real diffi- 
culty which is going to confront the ‘‘ad- 
juster,"’ as he. is called, whose duty ft will be 
to assess the‘rating, is haw much to award 
for parts of a hand or foot. Pay for how 
many months or parts of a month is to be 
allowed for @ lost thumb or an ankylosed ring 
finger! 

The bil? is absolutely: silent on this point, ex- 
cept for the provision that unnamed 4isabili- 
ties shall bear ‘such relation to the periods 
stated in this clause as the disabilities bear to 
those produced by the idduries named in the 
schedule,” &c. 

The practical effect of this will be to cause 
the adjuster to make a schedule of his” own 
for all unnamed disabilities. In fact, he can 
make the award in no other way; and as 
there is to be at least one adjuster for each 
judicial district in the country,~there will be 
as many of these supplementa}-schedules as 
there are adjusters. Hence it will occur, per- 
haps, that on one train crew two brakemen, 
each of whom has lost the right forefinger, 
will receive entirely different *+compensation,. 
because one was rated in one judicial district 
and the other in another. 

Then, again, how are hernias to be rated, or 
internal Injuries? Thére is no symptom com- 
mon to these conditions, and those named in 
this schedule which can serve as @ basis of 
comparison. 

The confusion and dissatisfaction will grow 
as the rulings of one adjuster are compared 
with those of another. The bill, in fact, 
throws on the adjuster the formation of a com- 
prehensive schedule, which it should have pro- 
vided itself.

- WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The ‘Florida 

East Coast Railroad’ applied to-day to 

the Commerce Court’for a temporary in- 

junction against the ‘recent order of the 

Inter-State Commerce Commission favor- 

ing the shippers of fruit,.especiaily from 

the Gulf side.of Florida. The Flagler 
railrcad is the first road, it is said, to use 
the three-day clause of the injunction sec- 

tion of the act. . 

Florida farmers have complained that 
excessive freight rates were retarding the 
development of the country. These com- 
plaints came to a head when the Hastern 
codst growers formed ‘an association and 
appealed’ to the Inter-State Commerce 

Ommission to have the Florida East 

Ccést Railroad reduce the rates on pine- 

apples’ to meet a cutting competition from 

€uba fruit shipped north by. steamer. The 

order was granted. 5. 

Again this year the East Coast. Grow- 
ers’ Association appealed to have ths 
rates on citrus fruits and 9 yposcesca re- 
duced to the same as pineapple area and 
won before the’ commission. This seemed 
to threaten the Gulf coast citrus fruit in- 
vestment, but the Western.growers had 
meanwhile formed their own organiza- 
tion. They applied for an order to make 
the Atlantic Coast Line and the Seaboard 

Air Line come down to the Florida East 

Coast Railroad rate level, and late this 

Fall the commission made the. order. 

The railroad’s petition avers that the 

Flegler line has never paid a dividend, 

that its total profits last year were only 
7,000, that the comnmiission’s order would 

cause the road an annual loss of $130,000 
and ‘thus be confiscatory.

Indiana Wants a Rival Waterway. to 
One Planned by Illinois.

CHICAGD, Dec. 26.—Coincident . with 
the news that. Northwestern Indiana cit- 
ies are organizing an association to urge 
the construction of a lakes-to the-Gulf 
canal, with Indiana Harbor ‘as the north- 
ern terminus, in opposition to the pro- 
posed Illinois waterway, ig announced 
the completion of the plans of the Unit- 
ed ‘States Engineering Department for 
the widening and straightening of the 
Calumet River through the cities of 
Hammond and Hast Chi ;

The Government has already surveyed 
and made the profiles, established dock 
lines, and provided for the construction 
of an enormous turning basin. in the heart 
of Hammond to facilitate navigation.

RIDDER URGES TREATY FAITH. 
German’s Demand for Lower Tariff on 


Paper Just, He Says. -~ 


Discussing the reported retaliatory ac- 
tion of Gefmany upon tariff rates, grow- 
ing out of its . dissatisfaction with the 
refusal of the United States to conform 
to the favored nation treaty in the matter 
of pulp and paper, Herman Ridder of the 
committee -on paper of the American 
Newspaper -Publishers’ Association, said 
yesterday: . ' 

“Germany passed.a law on.Feb., 5, 
1910, wherein it ‘arranged its tariff so that 
the United: States-was’ accorded the low- 
est. duties. .As a result of that action 
President Taft proclaimed under date of 
Feb. 7,.1910, that Germany had accorded 
‘reciprocal and equivalent’ treatment to 
the preducts of. the United States and 
Was entitled to the‘minimum tariff: The 
Germans now resent the discrimination of 
the United States, whereby- Canada ob- 
tains free admission for, its pulps and 
paper, while Germany is denied:equivalent 
treatment.. Apparently, the formal appli- 
cations five foreign Governments’ for 
the benifits-of the favored nation clauses 
of their treaties with the United States 
have been ignored. 

“ Within eighteen months after the ad- 
justment was made with Germany the 
Administration has ignored that arrange* 
men and precipitated a complication that 
should be avoided. Bad faith is even 


more reprehensible in-international deal- 
ings than in- individual. affairs, because 
in affairs of nations there is no superior 
power tod force them to observe their 
obligations. .A nation which attempts to 
evade the clear letter of tts agreement 
loses caste. . : f 
“Though the treaty ‘with Germany pro- 
vides that any particular favor granted 
by the United States to any other coun- 
try shall “immediately become common’ 
to Germany, the Administration at Wash- 
ington refuses to take such action. 
“Who will trust us if we refuse to keep 
our written word, which is the supreme 
law of the land?

Met tenis Fire Loss When His Store 
Burned=A Former President of 
Nebraska Bryan Club.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Dec. 26.—William 
Patterson of Lincoln, Nebraska, a close 
personal friend of William Jennings Bry- 
an, was found dead in the woods, near 
Smalley’s stone-quarry on the northern 
outskirts of this city to-day. His throat 
was cut, and near his body lay a razor. 

Mr. Patterson was 65 years. old. He 
left the home f his daughter, Mrs. Leroy 
G. Gates of this city, whom he was visit- 
ing for the holidays, on Sunday morning 
to go to church. He failed to return, and 
Mrs. Gates notified the police, who sent 
out a general alarm to nearby cities, in- 
cluding New York. 

Mrs. Gates. told .the police that her 
father had suffered a nervous. break- 
down two months ago. During the past 
year his hardware store, one of the larg- 
est business house in Nebraska, was 
burned down, with a loss of $40,000. \ He 
worried a great deal about this, she said. 

Howard G. Lapsley of Plainfield, found 
the body. He reported his discovery to 
the police, and they notified Mrs. Gates, 
who sent word to her mother and two 
sisters at Lincoln. Mrs. Gates said that 
her ‘father had been. President of the 
Nebraska Bryan League and the Ne- 
braska Traveling Men's Association. He 
was a veteran of i civil war and a 
member of the G. R. 

The body will be ‘ake to Lincoln for 
burial.

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 26 —William Pat- 
terson, who killed himself at Plaintieid, 
N. J., was a well-known Nebraska mer- 
chant, a resident of Lincoln, former May- 
or of Central City, this State, and -an 
organizer for the Nebraska Traveling 
Men's Bryan Club in 1900. He has been 
an .active supporter of Mr. Bryan since 
1896, and had great faith in the ‘Nepraska 
Democratic leader. 

Mr. Patterson formedfly lived in Iowa, 
but came to Nebraska thirty years ago. 
He farmed for several years in Eastern 
Nebraska with much .success: He left 
his farm to become a traveling salesman 
for a wholesale hardware firm and later 
located in Central City as a hardware 
merchant. He then moved to Lincoin and 
organized a wholesale hardware company. 
After re | in business there for a time 
he rcsumed his place as a traveling sales- 
ran. 

In 1€08 he established a store at Pleas- 
entdale. This was urna out with a loss. 
Mr. Patterson never recovered from the 
shcck of the loss. Mr. Patterson had been 
sy 8 for several months, and it was in 
the hope of regaining his mental ise 
that he left for a trip to the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Leroy Gates, at Plain- 
field. 


KILLED COUSIN IN FIGHT. 


Wives of Two Men Witness Stabbing 
in a Brooklyn Tenement. 


David Shanahan was stabbed to death 
by William Enright last night during an 
altercation in Enright’sghome on the third 
floor of -327- Lexington Avenue, Brooklyn.
